A special  drive  is  being  made  over  the  inspection  of  Cowsheds 
and  Dairies  in  the  District,  the  standard  of  ^diich  in  some  cases  has 
deteriorated  possibly  due  to  shorto.ge  of  labour  but  on  the  whole  the 
Cowkeepers  and  Daiiymen  heave  been  very  helpful  and  in  all  cases  some 
improvements  have  been  carried  out,  this  I think  is  due  largely  to  the 
common  sense  and  tact  used  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  in  the  approach  to 
the  farmers.  In  one  case  it  v;as  necessary  to  ask  a dairyman  to  attend 
and  show  cause  why  his  licence  to  retail  milk  should  not  be  cancelled. 
Furthermore,  theae  inspections  are  being  used  to  bring  our  register  up 
to  date.

IFfMUNISiiTIOM; 

Full  advFJitags  has  been  taken  by  the  Council  of  the  offer  of 
free  material  for  immunisation  under  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  223O 
of  1941  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  the  whole  of  the  district  had  been 
offered  free  immunisation,  5.$00  children  had  completed  their  course  and 
had  received  the  first  dose. 


The  Council  however  were  not  content  with  this  figure  and  they 
have  agreed  to  a further  scheme  whereby  all  children  on  reaching  the  age  of 
one  year  are  offered  free  immunisation  which  will  be  carried  out  bj'-  their 
own  Doctor.  This  Scheme  is  ncv.'  in  progress.  Children  over  the  a^o  who 
have  missed  for  some  reason  the  previous  offer  are  also  included. 

Since  immunisation  has  commenced  there  has  been  a tendency  for 


diphtheria  to  occur  in  older  people.

PARATYPHOID; 

A small  outbreo-k'  of  Paratyphoid  ”B"  occurred  in  May  and  June. 
There  were  four  primary  cases  and  one  of  these  was  at  a dairy  farm,  no 
secondary  cases  occurred  outside  the  curtila.ge  of  the  fa.rm  but  inside  the 
boundary  five  persons  contracted  the  disease.  Tv:o  'persons  were  dis- 
charged from  hospital  as  "carriers”  and  up  to  the  end  of  the  year  these 
w^ere  still  giving  positive  samples. 

The  cause  of  all  the  priraarj'*  cases  v.ns  from  infected  cream,  cakes. 
One  other  isolated  case  occurred  but  no  cause  v/as  tracid.
